SJR.O. 950.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of Rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules t 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts 
Rayon or Artificial Silk Fabrics from so much of the duty leviable thereon under 
the Central Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (I of 1944) as is in excess of one anna per 
square yard.

SJR.O. 951.—-In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of Rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts from 
the whole of the duty leviable thereon under the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 (I of 1944) footwear produced in any factory in which less than 50 workers 
are working or were working on any day of the preceding twelve months: 

Provided that in the manufacture of such footwear no process has been carried 
on with the aid of power.

S.R.O. 952.—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-rule (1) of Rule 8 
of the Central Excise Rules, 1944, the Central Government hereby exempts from 
the whole of the duty leviable thereon under the Central Excises and Salt Act, 
1944 (I of 1944), the first one hundred and twenty-five tons of “Soap, household 
and laundry," arfd the first twenty-five tons of “Soap, toilet”, removed for home 
consumption, on or after the first day of April in each financial year, from any 
place or premises specified in rule 9 of the said Rules. 

2. This notification shall take effect from the 1st April 1954.
